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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 19-32, 40-45, 49-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non- statutory subject matter. In particular, the claims are drawn to 
software per se, signals per se, and non-functional data structures. They must be modified to fit 
that of the machine category. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-17, 19-29, 31-42, and 49-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being 
anticipated by Jakobson et al. (6,766,368). 

5. Jakobson teaches a method and system (abstract) of providing real-time property 
management and configuration (col. 1, line 1 - col. 8, line 40; col. 15, lines 1-35). In particular, 
Jakobson teaches a server defining properties of interest on a client (col. 8, line 40 - col. 9, line 
40) and dynamically evaluating the state of a client (col. 9, line 40 - col. 10, line 40), wherein 
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associations are built and managed (col. 10, lines 40-67) for configuration using a GUI (col. 11, 
lines 1-25) via performing actions in response to the state (col. 11, line 25 - col. 14, line 35). 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 18, 30, and 43-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Jakobson as applied to claims 14, 17, 27, and 28 above, and further in view of Elderton et al. 
(6,477,572). 

8. Jakobson does not expressly disclose logically grouping clients. Elderton teaches a 
method and system (abstract) of real-time network topology management (col. 1, line 1 - col. 3, 
line 40; col. 8, line 43 - col. 9, line 25), using definitions via a server (col. 3, lines 40-60; col. 4, 
lines 55-65). In particular, the system sets properties for policies (col. 5, lines 45-65), including 
logical groupings (col. 6, lines 5-15) based on configuration of interest properties (col. 6, lines 
15-50) for real-time display and configuration (col. 7, line 40 - col. 8, line 45). 

9. At the time the invention was made, one of ordinary skill in the art would have added 
Elderton to Jakobson in order to increase Jakobson's abilities as a managing tool (col. 1, lines 
33-55). 

Conclusion 
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10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. They regard further teachings on real-time management and configuration of client 
systems.
